UNIVERSITY 
STUDENTS APPLY 
FOR JOBS 


a Shanghal, ‘Aug 8. 

Among the: 270 applicants who 
are taking the entrance examina- 
tlons for the police Jobs of the 
Grearer Shanghai Bureau of Public 
Safety are three’ university stu- 
dents, according to the “Lith Pao.” 
Of the total applicants, 40 will’ be 
saken for the nrst police- wamen's 
corps in Shanghai. 

Following the examinations, the 
40 lucky girls will be given four 
months’ training, at which time 
they will each receive $13 monthly 
for thelr expenses. After gradua- 
tion, they will receive salaries 
ranging from $20 to .$30'a month. 
They will not be_glven assignments 
to patrol..streets or'ag $raic corps,

The trade war between Japan 
and the, Netherlands East Indlea 
that was carried on for two years,.

carrying rates to such an extent 
that shipping companies ~ “faced 
seridus losses due to the constant 
underbidding of rival companies, 
officiaily ended on July 1 this year 
with the signing of a pool agree- 
ment between Batavia and Tokyo, 
wand in another six weeks will begin 
to take effect, :

terday, would gradually be ralsea 
until they were at a point where 
shippers could carry. cargoes with- 
out, being in danger of losses | 
through the ‘cutting of prices.
